THE STORY BEHIND 
THE PAINTING... 


AN ITCH TO PAINT THAT HAD TO BE 


ALBRECHT Von Neuman was only 14 
when he painted the above masterpiece: 
“Self-Portrait of a Hot Shot Artist.” But 
already, his sloppy brushwork, his mud- 
dy colors and his lack of perspective 
were obvious. Even at 14, it was obvious 
that Von Neuman was destined to be a 
lousy painter. 

He was born in Garstenpfluger- 
Partminklachter, Germany, c. 1412, the 
third son in a family of five children, all 
the rest of which were girls. Little is 
known of his father, which is probably 
just as well. We do know, however, that 
Albrecht was apprenticed to a candle- 
smith at the age of eight, and that he 
soon became known as the best tallow: 
dipper west of Essen. In fact, his appren- 
ticeship was not yet over when he was 
allowed to assume the duties of a jour- 
neyman wick-snipper. 


Journals of the day tell how he be- 
came a favorite of the candlesmith to 
whom he was apprenticed. A big, jovial 
man named either Pfeiffer or Raunch, he 
was fond of dealing young Albrecht rab- 
bit punches to the back of the neck and 
crying out, “Du bist ein dumkopf, Al- 
brecht." 

Despite his suc n the candlery, 
Von Neuman's real interest was in Art. 
Art, however, had too many other things 
on his mind to be interested in Von Neu- 
man. So at the age of 12, young Albrecht 
took up painting instead. 

At the outset, he sensed that he had 
a real flair for portraiture, but lacked 
the funds to hire a model. The few who 
volunteered their services free soon 
changed their minds when they wit- 
nessed his leer as he told them that he 
wanted to paint them in the nude. 


SCRATCHED 


Thus, with no model available, he 
was forced, instead, to paint landscapes 
in the nude. He was arrested several 
times for doing this, and, finally, in a fit 
of depression, he painted his self-por- 
trait that appears on this page. 

Though he painted some 500 pic- 
tures in later life, the self-portrait re- 
mains his worst effort. The original now 
hangs in a grain silo near Vermillion, 
South Dakota. 

Von Neuman had the singular honor 
of being the only painter of his period 
to be ignored by both the Grand Doge 
of Venice and the Duke of Antwerp. He 
accepted this social slight philosophi- 
cally, by killing himself in 1467,
